THIS ASSIGNMENT OF PROPRIETARY RIGHTS (the "Assignment") is made as of 
June _S_,200\ by ON-lPOINT TECHNOLOGY SYSTEIV^S, INC., a Nevada corporation (the 
"Assignor"), to INTERLOTT TECHNOLOGIES, INC., a Delaware corporation (the 
"Assignee"). 

WITNESSETH: 



WHEREAS, the Assignor and Assignee are parties to a certain Asset Purchase 
Agreement dated as of February 23, 2001(the "Agreement"); 

WHEREAS, pursuant to the Agreement, Assignor is required to assign all Proprietary 
Rights (as defined in the Agreement), including those listed on Exhibit A hereto; 

WHEREAS, pursuant to and on the terms and conditions set forth in the Agreement, all 
right, title and interest of the Assignor in the Proprietary Rights are to be assigned to the 
Assignee in exchange for the consideration specified in the Agreement; and 

WHEREAS, the execution and delivery of this Assignment for the purpose of effecting 
such assignment of the Proprietary Rights has been authorized in all respects, as required by law 
and by the Agreement, by all necessary corporate action of the Assignor and the Assignee.

2. No Implied Rights in Third Parties . Nothing expressed or implied in this 
Agreement is intended to confer upon any person, other than the parties hereto, or their

reason of this Assignment. 

3. Further Assurances . Assignor hereby acknowledges and agrees that, at 
Assignee*s request and without further consideration, Assignor shall execute, acknowledge and 
deliver any further documents and instruments and perform any further acts that Assignee 
requests to vest in Assignee all of Assignor's interest in and to the Proprietary Rights, including 
without limitation any filings or documentation required by the United States Patent and 
Trademark Office.
